A Coustantinopieconteinpornry an- 
nounces Ihe discovery of Noah's Ark 
It appears that some Turkish Com- 
miisionors, appoinlod to investiirate 
thoqnostion of avalanche* on Monni 
Ararat, euddeniy came upon a gi- 
gantlo etracture of very dark wood, 
protudtntftwm a glacier. Th*y made 
inquiries of the Inhabitant*. (Q 
1723 In their repork) These had 
soeii It for *Is years, but bad been 
afraid to upproaoh it, because a spirit 
of florce asiioct had been seen looking 
out of iho upper window. TurkUli 
Commissioners, however, are bold 
men, not deterred by sueb t(Ifle*, aud 
they determined to aearch It. Si - 
uated as it was, among tbo fastnesses 
of ono of the glen) of Mount Ararat, 
it was a work of enormous diiBculty, 
and it was only after incredible hard- 
ships that thoy succeeded. The ark 
(one will be i,'hid to hear) was in a 
i;ood state of preservation, although 
the unities (observe, not the bow or 
stern) had been u good deal broken 
ill iis ilc-eent. Tlicy recognized It at 
mice.
